But the air force, in its weekly 
summary, said nine U N. warplanes 
were lost during the period March 
1-7. Red ground fire accounted for 
five, a mechanical difficulty caused 
one to crash, and three failed to re­ 
turn for unknown causes.

another MIG and damaged eight.

Running On Riddles 
So many questions about cars can 


j be answered, and so much by way of 
diagnosis fits various ailments, the 
impression is that there must be a 
ready answer to every car oddity. 
I But such is not the case. A lot of 
things remain unanswered. 
We do not, for instance, know all 
the reasons why clutches chatter. 
There are many explanations, many 
cures. But every now and again 
some car fails to respond to treat­ 
ment. 
Anyone 
at 
this time who 
knows all the answers to the vari­ 
ous questions that arise in the use 
of 
lubricating 
oils aqd 
additives 
should merit a medal. Then there 
are the oddities that develop in the 
use 
of 
an 
occasional 
automatic 
transmission. 
What confuses the issue in many 
cases is the fact that engineers are 
not In full agreement on policies 
and practices. Automobiles run to 
some extent on theories. If this 
were not so many of the ideas now 
completely discarded would never 
have had their day of popularity 
So don t tear your hair if something 
refuses to yield to your best m eth­ 
ods T h at’s part of living. 
First Things First 
My mail often tells of the clutch 
working beautifully after the car 
ha* been in the shop, only to start 
chattering a couple months later. 
This ought to be a gentle tip that 
the 
clutch's 
behavior 
is 
closely 
linked up with that of the motor. | 
In the shop the engine usually gets 
a tuning This may be merely clean­ 
ing of its plugs, and re-gapping. Or 
it may be some special oil for the 
valves. 
Anyway 
the 
engine 
runs 
smoother, and this is immediately 
re fle c ts in a marked reduction in 
tendency for the clutch to chatter. 
Since 
answering a reader who 
wanted to know what the smoking 
at the exhaust of his car meant • 
I ’ve been receiving requests for de­ 
tails. If you recall. 
I asked the 
reader if the smoke from his car 
was white, blue, brown or black. 
White smoke is really steam from 
the vaporizing of water that has 
condensed in the muffler and ex­ 
haust. 
Blue 
smoke 
indicates oil 
burning. Black smoke means a very 
over-rich mixture This happens if 
I the choke valve sticks That brown­ 
ish smoke is odd. It develops when 
the engine is being pushed hard on 
I a hill and when it is well heated 
up. Apparently it is a combination 
I of conditions. As the driver pumps 
on the accelerator to get more speed 
t out comes this distinctively colored 
smoke. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
“Most motorists know that if a 
transmission or rear end gear is 
worn and must be replaced it is 
always necessary to replace any gear 
it meshed with, but there doesn’t 
seem to be this certainty when it 
comes to replacing timing chains. 
Here s a rule which I think is worth 
noting. 
“If the sprockets are worn it is 
necessary to replace the chain even 
if the latter still has service in it. 
But, and this is the oddity, it is 
not 
necessary 
to 
replace 
the 


sprockets themselves are not worn. 
If you do not use an outside mir­ 
ror for rear viewing by all means 
equip your car just for the added 
safety it provides. I am not think­ 
ing entirely of the extra rear vision 
such a mirror gives but also of 
those times when the rear window 
of the car may be covered with 
snow 
on the outside or 
fog on 
the inside. In either event you can’t 
get a view of the situation behind 
through the car’s inside rear-vicw 
mirror. 


More About Icing 
In telling you about that interest­ 
ing condition whereby the engine 
stalls because of icing of the throttle 
I forgot to stress the point that this 
can occur all the way up to tem ­ 
peratures of 50 above zero. Some 
of you gained the impression that 
this 
icing 
is confined 
to winter 
weather. 


It isn t unusual for nearly morn­ 
ing temperatures to be down this 
low in summer, especially in the 
mountains. Combine any cold motor 
temperatures of 50 or lower with 
j dampness and conditions a r ^ ripe 
for stalling during the warm-up 
The gases, passing through the small I 
opening around the throttle when 
it is set in the idling position, pro­ 
duce a refrigeration effect which 
ices the throttle and starves the 
motor until the throttle itself warms 
up. 
Give Them A Thought 
If you are not sure from the 
numbers on spark plugs whether one 
is 
hotter than 
another 
you can 
; get a general idea by noting the 
length of the insulator. The shorter
